Fron 1941 until 1944, the organization did not function because of the 
efficient ccanter=measures of the Germans. In 1944 Tsenko Barev, re= 
leased frar prison, again headed the organization. In 1946, Angel 
Pandev war Chief and was succeeded in 1946 by Dimiter Volkor,. 


In 1947, the Camunists destroyed the organization, in March imprisoning 
Dimitar Volkov, Petar Antoney, and Giorgi Golebov and on 4 September 
efficially abolishing the Agrarian Party and its auxiliaries. 


In 1547 the Bulgarian Students' Aprerian Organization had a membership 
of 2,500 students throughout Bulgaria. At that time no branches existed 
outside of Bulgaria because the Cammnist regime did not permit etudents 
to study in foreign countries unless they were Camunists.

15.6 aeoeiineeemetecsnenict a possibility exists of organizing among the 
opelevel porsenalities same kind of an underground camittee, they 


themeslves are so frightened by Communist ccunter-measures employed 
thet they wouli not want te be a part of any such orgenigzation. They 
make stereoty;e statements thet if war broke out between Russia and 

the United States the people in Bulgaria would rise up in mass against 
the Cammnis!; regimes but they have no idea of where the leaderehip for 
such an uprising would came from. While they have heard of friction 
within the Communist Party in Bulgaria between Moscowetrained Dimitrov 
groaips and lationalist Koleroy Communist groups, they do not believe 
thac the Ko.arov group has the slightest chance of gaining the upper. 
hani. They claim that in September 1944, after Dimitrov and Tito had 
reeched ar agreement on the Pirin (Macedonia), the Communist penetrated 
VERO was cirected to fulfill that agroement. In 1946, the Commmist 
Party in Eilgaria issued orders te the people of Macedonia to call 
themselves Macedonians and not Bulgarians, and VERO wes outlawed. Since 
the Tito Cminform split, VuRO was reactivated and stress was laid on 
an indepen.ent Macedonia under Bulgarian influence.
